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Sri G. Nagabhushanam : — Mr« Speaker, the history of 
the District Boards, so far as my knowledge goes, commences 
from the year 1900. First, District Boards were managed with 
nominated members and subsequently they became all 
elected. It is unfair to construe the abolition of district 
boards as undemocratic. Not only in this State, but in 
Mysore and Madras States also, the Governments have 
come to the same conclusion. There also, similar situation 
has arisen and they have found that the present conditions 
of District Boards are not very satisfactory and they are 
thinking of other substitutes necessary to satisfy the needs of 
democracy. The Government in the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons has definitely stated why the District Boards should 
be abolished. But, Hon. Members on the opposite side are 
misconstruing the very objects in spite of their being clear 
and definite. In the present circumstances, we have to examine 
what steps should be taken to improve the administration 
of District Boards and how to arrange for the discharge of 
their liabilities, etc.,. Therefore the Government are con- 
sidering how best to devise a suitable agency if District 
Boards are abolished and that is why the Government is 
really in need of time. My Hon, Friend, Mr. Pragada 
Kotaiah has said that six months time is sufficient. Any 
how he has conceded that some time is necessary. But 
I would go a step further and place all the relevant facts 
before the House to show how even one year is not suffi- 
cient. First of all there are a large number of Panchayats 
now existing and there is the Panchay at Act of 1 950 which 
has given powers to the Panchayats to do several acts like 
supply of water, laying of roads, education, sanitation etc. 
So also is the case with the District Boards which hg.ve to 
deal with education, roads, sanitation, medical reliel, etc. 
It is here there is considerable over-lapping and it is neces- 
sary that the Government should see that there is no over- 
lapping in discharging their functions between district 
boards and panchayats. Besides, if they are to function, 
they must function well and also separately and indepen- 
dently since overlapping brings about frustration. There 
are subjects like education which can be dealt with by both 
the District Boards and the Panchayats, There is always 
the difficulty of finance. Therefore the question is whether the 
Panchayats and the District Boards should jointly manage 
education., roads, transport, medical, sanitation etc. or the 
Government. It is the duty of the Government to provide 
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sufficient finances at least hereafter to the District Boards. 
Panchayats also should undertake social work. At present 
District Boards have no good sources of income and 
they entirely depend upon the Government. The same is 
the condition of Panchayats. Therefore the Government 
are considering how far and to what extent they can 
provide progressive sources of income to both District Boards 
and Panchayats. After providing the sources of income, 
what is the other agency that we have to create ? Is it by 
means of legislation? For all these things, it is necessary 
that we should examine the Panchayat Act of 1950, the 
District Board Act and also the District Municipalities Act. 
All these three Acts must be simulataneously examined 
and so the Government will do well to appoint an Experts 
Committee to consider how far and to what extent steps 
should be taken to provide an efficient administration in 
between the Panchayats and the Government. Now, the 
administration of District Boards in Southern India has 
proved futile. Therefore the Government feel that the 
time at their disposal is insufficient and they want one year 
time to consider all these aspects. They have to examine 
the Panchayat Act of 1950, the District Board Act and the 
District Municipalities Act and enact new legislation to 
provide for another democratic institution with modern 
administrative set up in the place of the present District 
Boards etc* These are #11 complicated matters and the 
demand3 now made by the people on the Government are 
increasing day to day* especially for roads and transport. 
Hence tji$ maqhinary to be installed by the Govt, should 
be an efficient one taking the enormity of the \\ ork. Whether 
roads, medical relief, sanitation, etc. should vest in the 
District Boards or the Panchayats or the Taluk Boards or 
should be vested in the Government, these are all compli- 
cated questions to be solved. My friend Mr. Pragada 
Kotaiah has said that six months time is sufficient I say 
that one year is necessary because the Government have to 
examine all the aspects of the question, whether they should 
pass a new legislation, etc, 5 so as to provide a new demo- 4 
cratic set-up to provide all the facilities not only to the 
people living in the villages, but also the people living i# 
towns, and then come to a definite conclusion* For this 
purpose it is necessary that the Government should be given 
time to bring forward new legislation providing new insti- 
tutions i# the place of the present District Boards* Panchayal 
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Boards etc.-, to carry on the democrate administration. The 
object is made clear in the Statement of Objects and Reasons. 
Their object is to replace the present District Boards etc., 
by another agency. The present District Boards in my 
opinion have no financial resources From the very begin- 
ning and throughout the British regime, the British encroa- 
ched on the local bodies and kept all power wth them because 
they had no confidence in Indians, Therefore the Govern- 
ment are justified to drop the District Board Act and bring 
forward a comprehensive legislation providing perennial and 
progressive sources of income for the due discharge of duties 
imposed on the District Boards by another suitable agency 
in the new democratic set-up of the State. The objective 
of the Government is certainly democratic and the time 
required by them is really necessary because the job which 
they have undertaken requires the study of not only the 
present Panchayat Act 1950, but also the District Board 
Act and the District Municipalities Act, so as to evolve 
another Act which satisfies the needs of a democratic 
society. For these reasons, I feel the statement of Objects 
and Reasons given by the Government is just and reasona- 
ble. Because the problems that are involved in this are 
purely technical, it is necessary that people who have got 
wide experience in local administration and people who are 
erudite scholars in law may be appointed to evolve a new 
legislation. It is necessary, before the Cabinet comes to a 
conclusion, that the Government should appoint such a 
Committee to give their recommendations which will be 
helpful for the Cabinet to arrive at reasonable conclusions. 
Thank you, Sir.
